A collecting expedition to Lifu Island (Loyalty Islands). 


[| ABSTRACT | 


While on a collecting expedition to New Caledonia in 1949-50, ten weeks 
were spent on the atoll, Lifu, a succession of reef limestone plateaux elevated at 
different periods by Tertiary tectonic movements. 

Collections support the theory of former land connection with New Caledonia 
from which it is separated by 50 miles. Flora and fauna are not of adventitious 
colonization but belong to New Caledonia, i.e. of Australian origin with a Papuan 
element. Endemicity points to isolation over a long period. An interesting 
illustration of the procedure of survival of certain forms on subsiding land is 
hereby furnished.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE ORDINARY MEETING HELD ON 3RD Marca, 1954. 


Dr. N. E. Hicxin, Vice-President, in the Chair.

Mr. P. Belton, Mr. Brian Gardiner and Mr. J. Newton signed the Obligation 
Book and were admitted Fellows of the Society. 

Mr. Dennis Leston exhibited a female Birketsmithia anomala gen. et sp. n., a 
Pentatomid from the Cameroons collected by Dr. J. Birket-Smith of the Copen- 
hagen University Expedition. As a rule, each family of Heteroptera has a 
single type of ovipositor: B. anomala is unique in that, unlike all other Pentato- 
moidea so far known, it has an elongate, blade-like, external ovipositor. The 
usual ovipositor in shieldbugs is a simple, scarcely sclerotic, tube formed by the 
first and second fused valvulae; it is covered by the first valvifers. In B. 
anomala each of the first valvifers (appendages of segment 8) is produced ventrally 
as a long, flat, blade. The blades enclose an elongate tube formed by the grooved, 
sclerotic and rigid, processes of the fused first valvulae and fused second valvulae. 
The entire ovipositor, unlike that of Lygaeidae, is permanently erect. 

The collection data indicates that the bugs occurred upon the inflorescences 
of a tree-like Composite: it would suggest that they oviposit deep within these 
flowers, a supposition supported by the ovarian eggs. These are much more 
elongate than is usual in Pentatomidae, cylindrical, and rounded at the base. 
The spermatheca, operculum and general morphology show that, although 
aberrant in the form of the female genitalia, Birketsmithia is fairly typical of the 
Pentatomini: it will be fully described in the expedition report in Vid. Medd. 
Dansk Naturh. For. shortly.
